Coal #ine et Chiacho, formerly known as Koga Seitan Sho, totalled 4900 tous ‘per 
day. The mine, which was under the manDagement of the South Manchurlan Railway, 
employed aix to seven thousand persons. The Soviets operated the mine during 
their occupation but refused to pay the workers. The Sowiets removed all the 
small machinery when they left, but the larger pieces are intact. 


2. Wow, production ‘is only 500 to 600 tonsa per day. Conditions are poor becnuse the 
wechinery cannot be repaired when it breaks down. 


3. On 2 September 1945 there were about 150 Japanese and 2000 Chinsse working in 
‘the mine. These miners received low pay, sbout 360 yen per month. Recently, 
the Chinese Communists distributed commodities for subsistence.
